August 2nd, 1916: 

The Portiuncula Indulgence. As an extraordinary 
privilege, the Holy Father has this year extended the 
Plenary Indulgence throughout the entire year, (not 
just for twenty-four hours) in the Basilica of St. Mary 
of the Angels, Assisi. 

All the “‘Teresians” from Maryknoll, Ossining, N. Y. 
(Catholic Foreign Mission Society) motored up and 
spent the day at Graymoor. There were thirteen in 
all and they greatly enjoyed themselves. 


August 4th: 

This is the second Anniversary of the Great War's 
beginning—God grant it may soon end! 

Today is also the anniversary of Father’s Religious 
Profession on the Mount of the Atonement. It oc- 
curred sixteen years ago today! The Sisters had a 
tecreation day today with a picnic supper out-doors. 
We spent Community Hour also on the lawn ending 
the evening with a hymn to Our Blessed Mother and 
the Covenant Hymn, which Father wrote some years 
ago. 


August 5th: 

We sang hymns at Mass this morning, it being a 
Saturday within the Octave of the Atonement, as we 
always call Our Lady of the Atonement Day. This 
afternoon, Father blessed the ground for the proposed 
new Hostel of Our Lady, which is to have one section 
fitted up as an emergency or small hospital; the other 
Part will be occupied by the tertiaries and visitors. 


August 12th: 
We had hymns at Mass in our Chapel. It was espe- 


cially lovely, it seemed to me this morning. May our 
Blessed Mother, Saint Clare, make us more and more 
her children, devoted, like her, to our dear Lord in the 
Blessed Sacrament and to the virtue of sweet Holy 
Poverty. 


August 16th: 

The Misses Willis and Miss Keogh left this after- 
noon, (Miss Jane Willis, here mentioned, returned to 
Our Lady’s Hostel in 1934 and ended her days with 
the Sisters at the advanced age of 91 years. May she 
rest in peace!) 


August 22nd: 

Today is the second anniversary of the death of our 
beloved Holy Father, Pope Pius X. May he rest in 
peace, or rather may he pray for us! 


August 24th: 

Young Joseph Davis, who is to build for us the 
proposed Hostel dedicated to Our Lady, has just cut 
his hand badly. I hope and pray it will not be a seri- 
ous matter for him. His father built the original 
St. Francis House. 


August 29th 

Today there came a letter from an English priest 
in Hertfordshire, England asking for three Sisters of 
the Atonement to work in his poor Mission in the coun- 
try. I cannot say how this attracts me and how provi- 
dential it appears, that the first call should come from 
England. 


August 31st: 
This morning I sent Monsignor Lavelle the letter 
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from England and asked him to tell His Eminence, the 
Cardinal Archbishop, of the proposition, and that I left 
it entirely in their hands to decide. May God super- 
naturally enlighten them. 


September 8th: 
Such a beautiful Solemn High Mass at 10 o’clock in 
St. John’s Church! It was a recreation day at the 
Convent in honor of our dearest Lady and Mother. 
Mr. Davis began today moving back the west wall 
(inside partition) of the Chapel, thus taking in about 
two feet of the reception hall and giving us room for 
another tier of choir stalls. There will be an open 
grille with a moving solid woodwork behind it, raising 
up and down, so that the 
Chapel may be quite

September 25th: 

This morning Father 
and the Sisters: left for 
the Court at Nyack. I 
was relieved to see 
Father safely off, for I 
have been afraid he 
would forget all about it 
and go off somewhere. 
Father returned about 
4 P.M. The two Sisters 
went on to New York 
City to do a little shopping as I had arranged and they 
will D. v. return tomorrow. The first thing Father told 
me was that he had forgotten to get off the train at 
Nyack and had gone on to New York! It seems that 
he was very busy reading the war news and as he is 
so often on the train going to New York it made no 
impression on his mind although (the Graymoor litiga- 
tion has set rather lightly on his mind lately as it has 
been so often postponed) when the train stopped at 
Nyack he saw the two Sisters getting off! Well, he 
kept the Court waiting for two hours as he was the 
important and first witness they wished to examine. 
Fortunately the Judge took it very courteously but 
the same cannot be said for the plaintiff's Attorney. To

Missionary Aid Organization, the Union-That-Nothing- 
Be-Lost took place. But it was not destined to func- 
tion as a living organism until seven years later.

A Modern Knight of Christ 


When the Father Founder of the Society of the 
Atonement, Very Reverend Father Paul Francis, S.A., 
passed to his eternal reward early in February, the 
daily press and many periodicals noted as the chief 
characteristic of his life the remarkable way in which 
he had adhered to the precepts of his holy patron, St. 
Francis of Assisi, particularly in his love for the poor 
and the lowly. Dr. -John J. Gorrell, editor of The 
Catholic Observer, Pittsburgh, a convert to the Catho- 
lic Faith, noted that “to meet Father Paul Francis and 
engage him in conversation 
was to become keenly con- 
scious of the fact that you 
were in the presence of a 
man of God. His keen and 
searching eyes, his far- 5 
away vision of things 
spiritual, his constantly 
weaving into his conversa- 
tion something from the 
life of St. Francis or of his 
other great spiritual men- 
tor, St. Paul, left one with 
a profoundly deep impres- 
sion.” “We recall during 
one of these conversa- 
tions,” says Dr. Gorrell, “he 
was telling of what he 
hoped for in his then infant 
congregation. He spoke of 
the apostolicity of the great 
St. Paul and said that he 
could hope for it nothing 
more than to breathe in as 
completely as was humanly 
possible the spirit of the 
tule of St. Francis, com- 
bined with the ‘apostolic 
spirit of St. Paul’.” 


A MopberNn POoveERELLO 


“Thoroughly imbued 
with the spirit of the great 
St. Francis,” continues Dr. 
Gorrell, “he ofttimes ap- 
peared as a soul born out 
of time. Father Paul cul- 
tivated the real meaning of 
words. To him the word 
poverty meant divesting 
himself of every worldly 
possession. His strict inter- 
pretation of the rule of the sainted Poverello of Assisi 
often caused those who knew him least to view him 
with an eye of criticism. The ideals of Father Paul 
were not swayed by the fancies and the thoughts of 
human kind. His spiritual eye was upon Heaven. 
Heaven he meant to gain and in that struggle he hoped 
to found a Society that would, in the midst of all the 
distractions of a modern world, interpret both the letter 
and the spirit of St. Francis.

“Those who came to know him, those who wer 
privileged to get an insight into his ideals through 
conversations and correspondence, deeply appreciated 
that the spirit of St. Francis was not dead; that even 
in the fierce white light of the twentieth century, that 
spirit was a vital and moving thing. They saw in the 
founder of the Society of the Atonement, the exponent 
of all the teachings of St. Francis and were fully con. 
scious as they came into his presence that, in this 
twentieth century another Poverello had been raised up 

by Divine Providence t 
point the way to eternal 
=; salvation.” 


THE INFLUENCE OF Saint 
FRANCIS 


The greatness of Saint 
Francis is found in his 
renunciation of wealth fo 
love of God—a love w% 
intense that he loved man. 
kind after the manner in 
which his Divine Master 
loved humanity. Imbued 
with this same _ spirit, 
Father Paul Francis always 
had a contempt for per 
sonal possessions and 
found a holy joy in the 
companionship of the poor 
and the humble, the while 
he had ever before his 
mind the admonition of &. 
Francis: 

“Let your behavior in 
the world be such that 
everyone who sees or hears 
you may praise the 
Heavenly Father. Preach 
peace to all; but have it in 
your hearts still more than 
on your lips. Give no occa 
sion of anger or scandal to 
any, but by your gentle- 
ness lead all men to goot- 
ness, peace and union.” 

Throughout the centurie: 
since the transitus of Saist 
Francis to his heavenly 
abode, the life story of this 
“Poor Man of God” has 
enriched all humanity with an influence which finds its 
noblest expression in promoting a spirit of brotherly 
love and a tender compassion for the poor and tht 
lowly. Gifted writers in every generation have fouti 
in the life of the gentle Saint of Assisi a source @ 
inspiration for their pens, albeit, a great many of them, 
in an excess of zeal or lack of full knowledge of tit 
subject, have given us word portraits of St. Francs 
that varied between the sublimely ridiculous and exaf 
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gerated romanticism. Neither of these extremes ever 
found favor or influence with the Father Founder of 
the Society of the Atonement, for his well-informed, 
keen and penetrating mind, could readily and swiftly 
evaluate the things of the spirit and of the flesh. 
Father Paul Francis was very human, even as St. 
Francis was human, and, to quote the learned priest 
who preached the sermon at the obsequies of Father 
Paul Francis, “there came from the depths of his intel- 
ligence a concept of human nature and the dignity of 
human personality that created in him and in every- 
thing around him a spirit of democracy, and this same 
mind brought him closer and closer, day by day, to 
God because of his power to penetrate the meaning of 
God’s word and the application of the Gospel to the 
daily life of this generation.” 

We think it will be quite apposite to give here a 
brief story of the life of St. Francis of Assisi on whom 
the late Father Paul Francis pat- 
temed his life so closely, sought 
so assiduously to emulate, and 
has left in the Religious Order 
which he founded, the Francis- 
can Society of the Atonement, an 
enduring means to help perpetu- 
ate the ideals of St. Francis of 
Assisi, ideals, which if accepted 
wholeheartedly would foster that 
peace and concord so greatly 
desired by suffering mankind. 


The following brief sketch of 
§. Francis of Assisi is from the 
pn of Father Kilian Mattimoe, 
O.F.M., in Zealandia: 


St. Francis was born at Assisi 
inthe year 1182, the son of Peter 
Bernardone and Donna Pica. He 
received the name of John in 
baptism but his companions 
called him Francesco, or the 
litle Frenchman, because of his 
passion for the French poetry of 
the Troubadours. He was one 
of those people who are popular ~~ 
with everybody and his guileless 

swagger as a troubadour and 

lader of French fashions made 

tim a sort of ringleader among the young men of the 
wn. This romantic or—if we like—dramatic trait in 
tis character never left him, even after his conversion. 
la sense it became more pronounced. 

After the revelation on Mount La Verna when he 
teceived the Stigmata he was told that he was going 
lind. If we remember what St. Francis felt about 
the glory and pageantry of earth and sky, about the 
tetaldic shape, color and symbolism of beasts, birds 
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and flowers, some notion may be had of what it meant 
tohim to go blind. The remedy—an uncertain one— 
Was to cauterize the eyes, and that without an anaes- 
etic. In other words it was to burn the living eye- 
talls with a red-hot iron. 

When they took the brand from the furnace, he rose 
swith an urbane gesture and spoke as to an invisible 
mesence: ‘‘Brother Fire, God made you beautiful and

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strong and useful; I pray you be courteous with me.” 

Not to every poet has it been given to remember 
his own poetry at such a moment. It is just one of the 
many dramatic incidents which will serve to show us 
the romantic quality in the character of St. Francis. 

As a young man he threw money about both. in 
extravagance and benevolence after the manner of a 
man who never really understood what money was. 
This moved his mother to say of him: ‘He is more 
like a prince than our son.” One thing is certain, 
Francis had ambitions of becoming a prince or a 
chivalrous knight. When next we see him, he is riding 
a richly caparisoned horse in the full regalia of a 
knight-at-arms on the way to join a war between 
Assisi and Perugia. 

He was taken prisoner in the first battle and kept 
in custody for nearly a year while peace negotiations 
were in progress between the belligerent cities. While 
in prison he was remarkable for 
invincible gaiety. They told him: 
“You are mad to be so merry in 
prison.” However, the expe- 
rience seems to have undermined 
his health. 

On his return home he was 
seized with an attack of fever 
and when he arose again from 
his illness he was a changed 
man. At first he knew only that 
he had lost all taste for his 
father’s commerce and for the 
revelries in which he had 
formerly delighted. His ambi- 
tion to win the knighthood was 
still strong. 

So once again we find him on 
the way to war—this time with 
the Papal forces against German 
dominion. He had proceeded 
but a short distance southward 
when his illness again overtook 
him. Moreover, a mysterious 
voice bade him return to Assisi 
and there await the unfolding of 
God’s purpose for him. Next we 
find him rebuilding dilapidated 
churches and helping the poor. 
For this he met with angry op- 
position from his father, whose money he was lavishly 
throwing away. 

The crisis came when Francis was arraigned before 
the Episcopal Court to answer charges of theft. In 
one of the most dramatic moments of his life—im- 
mortalized on canvas by Giotto—Francis gave back 
the money to his father, renouncing his inheritance, 
declaring: “Until now I have called Peter Bernardone 
my father, now I can say: Our Father Who art in 
Heaven.” 


BEGGING IN THE STREETS 


On his dramatic exit from the Court he assumed a 
peasant’s rough tunic of sacking, tied round the waist 
with a cord. Then he sought temporary shelter in the 
Church of St. Damian. Not having money wherewith 
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to repair this church he set 
about restoring it with his own 
hands, procuring the stones 
by begging for them on the 
streets of Assisi. The gay 
Francis, turned beggar, was 
too much of a joke for the 
citizens of Assisi. Many 
ridiculed him, some insulted 
him, nearly everyone thought 
him mad. 

In these circumstances and 
with public opinion so much 
against him, one would have 
thought there was little in St. 
Francis to attract friends to 
him. Yet he was joined by 
two who seemed to under- 
stand him. One was a prelate 
of distinction, Canon Peter 
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Lord, God, Look Down!

Others followed the example of Peter and Bernard. 
The number of his followers increased and Francis 
was compelled to seek Papal approbation for his work. 


AposToLic JoURNEYS 


It was thus the Franciscan Order came into being. 
This was followed by the founding of the Order of 
Poor Ladies—or Poor Clares. And later he founded 
a Third Order for people living in the world. We pass 
over the intervening years, during which the Order 
flourished throughout Europe. We shall omit Francis’ 
journey to Palestine in an unsuccessful attempt to end 
the Crusades by converting the Sultan of Egypt, and 
the various incidents in his life following his return to 
Italy, the difficulties he encountered, his sufferings of 
soul and body. 

We come to the year 1224. After a long series of 
Apostolic journeys Francis retired to his beloved 
solitude of Mount La Verna—to the mountain that 
witnessed his first fervor and was now to witness the 
climax of his spiritual life. It was the feast of the 
Exaltation of the Holy Cross. There in the quiet and 
stillness of the night Francis prayed: 


“Christ, Thou hast stolen my heart from me 
and I am changed, Lord Jesus, into Thee, oh, 
love, oh, love, Thou hast so ravished me that all 
my heart is drawn to Thee above.” 


As dawn approached Francis beheld the most 
remarkabie of all the visions that had flashed into his 
privileged life. He saw a seraph, with six wings of 
flame and of such splendor that it seemed to be burn- 
ing, suddenly fill the sky before him. It held within 
its flaming wings an image of the Crucified. 

What happened then is known only to God and the 
Saint. But when the vision faded Francis descended 


the mountain bearing the marks of the Crucified in his 


ter Death.” 

They laid him on the bare 
ground as he wished and thus he died, as his biogra- 
pher writes, “Meeting death with a song.” .. . And, 
“The Stars which passed over the gaunt and wasted 
corpse stark upon the rocky floor, had for once in all 
their shining cycles round the world of laboring 
humanity, looked down upon a happy man.” 

Such, briefly, is the life story of St. Francis, won 
derful in its naivete and simplicity. What is the 
secret of his greatness? Why has history acclaimed 
him as one of the greatest men of all time? 

“Why doth the world follow thee?” asked Brother 
Masseo of the Saint himself. “Why after thee? You 
are small, insignificant and mean-looking.” 

To which the Saint replied, ‘““Wouldst thou know 
why after me? Know that since the Most High God 
hath not found among sinners one more imperfect nor 
viler than me, He has chosen me to accomplish the 
marvellous work He intendeth, in order to make 
manifest that every virtue and every good thing 
cometh from Him, the Creator, and not from the crea 
ture, and that none may glory before Him.” 

That was the Saint’s answer which in his humility 
he sincerely meant. But we know there is another 
answer. 


A CHANGING EuROPE 


Francis came into the world at a time when Europe 
was in a period of transition. The old feudal system 
was breaking up. In Germany its power was beilg 
undermined by the nobles, in Italy by the City States. 
Also in Italy a new type of society was being formed 
by the City States breaking loose from the old feudal 
hierarchy. : ; 

Politically the medieval Empire was disintegrating, 
and European nationhood was in the making. ko 
nomically, money began to replace the old system o 
barter. This gave rise to class distinctions and class 
hatreds. It was a time of internecine strife, bitter 
feuds and murderous crimes. 
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Religiously, it was an age of extremes and sharp 
contrasts, an age of great saints and great sinners, an 
age of vigorous religious movements and of violent 
heretical movements. It was an age, like every other, 
that contained a great deal of good and a great deal 
of evil.

It would be incorrect to say it was wholly bad or 
“dreadfully wicked.” It would be equally incorrect 
to hail St. Francis as the reformer of his generation 
and dwell upon the evil and corruption around him in 
order that his halo may shine out the more. Francis 
certainly was not, consciously, a reformer and never set 
himself up as such. He was just a humble follower, 
to the last extreme, of his Master, Jesus Christ. 

His generation was no worse than any other, and 
yethaps was less in need of the reformer than the 
present one. In the time of St. Francis men went to 
war and shed blood, but it would take a century of 
sich wars to cause the slaughter and destruction of one 
of our modern wars or equal the blood-guiltiness of 
the present generation. In the Middle Ages men 
inned but they owned to it, and did not explain it 
away. 

The Middle Ages had a conscience which the 
indern age has not. Future historians may yet por- 
tay our times as the most immoral, degenerate and 
wrupt since the days of Nero. They may characterize 
tem as barbarian—the ages of poison gas, bombs, and 
fightful engines of destruction—and of course they 
wuld be right. 


WHEN Honor Was A PLEDGE 


Francis was rather a product of the spirit of his 
ime than a reactionary against it. The spirit was pre- 
eminently Catholic. It was the age of Richard Cceur 
# Lion, of the Third Crusade, of Stephen Langton 
ad the Magna Charta—the age of the great uni- 
vesities and great cathedrals and of the first dawn of 
Christian Art—“the age of chivalry, when honor was 
apledge and when woman reigned in her integrity as 
the has never reigned before or since, when the spirit 
of faith stirred men of action to deeds that mankind 
a never forget, in short, when all that we still under- 
stand by the word nobility was born.” 

These things explain St. Francis as much as the 
‘ntrasted evils of his time. They explain his love of 
God’s Creation, his chivalry, his courage, his freedom. 
_The Saint does not contradict his age but interprets 
ts own longings and aspirations. His Third Order is 
’ triumphant proof of his intimate contact with the 
girit of his time and not of his contest with it. 

No one denies that the Middle Ages contained much 
wil It arose out of the unequal and unjust distribu- 
tion of wealth. Men sought remedies as every genera- 
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ion does when a crisis comes, some in what we call 
‘evolution, some in communal action, not wholly dif- 
ferent from our unions, some in religious movements 
degenerating into fanaticism of various kinds. Sects 
like the Cathari, Albigenses and the Waldenses have 
tir counterparts in the Bolshevism and extreme 
Scialism of today. 
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“Not On Breap ALONE” 


Francis was thoroughly a man of the world of his 
time. He saw the evil of his day as well as anyone. 
He saw that wealth was the root of the evil—wealth 
which, by its mere possession, created the distinction 
and therefore the animosity and jealousy which pre- 
vailed. If men joined the ranks of the sectaries they 
did so because they considered the sectaries to have 
the only solution. 

They did evil not because it was evil but because 
it appeared to them as good. Men sought happiness 
in wealth. Hence they fought over its possession. 

The genius and greatness of St. Francis lies in the 
fact that he pointed out the fallacy in this philosophy 
and proved by his life of absolute poverty that “not on 
bread alone doth man live.” 

He went further and showed that life could not only 
be lived without wealth, but that stripped of all wealth, 
the cause of all unrest and anxiety, life could become 
the most free, the most joyful, the most human thing 
that civilization could produce. Francis was poor— 
“the most desperate lover of poverty the world has 
ever seen”—according to Bossuet. 


“Lapy Poverty” 


He loved poverty with the passion of a man who 
digs for gold. He dramatized it; wrote poems about 
it, called it his ‘Lady Poverty.” Thus he showed 
that in poverty there was nothing unworthy, nothing 
ignoble. While wealth created distinctions, poverty 
cemented unity. 

His intense love of God which revealed to him the 
beauty of the animals, the birds and the trees revealed 
also the beauty of men’s hearts even of those whom 
others called wicked. Francis loved mankind after 
the manner of his Divine Master, and like his Master 
drew all hearts to him. 

A love such as filled the heart of Francis could not 
but bring good results. It was infectious. 

Men began to see things in a new light. Local 
quarrels and domestic disputes were quickly settled. 
Men refused to carry arms and consequently wars and 
battles became rare occurrences. Those who flocked 
to the Third Order were obliged to make their wills, 
thereby destroying a frequent cause of family discord 
and quarrels. 

Thanks to the practical nature of his love for his 
followers, St. Francis was able to create three separate 
Orders to meet the spiritual needs of both men and 
women of most different social stations and with most 
varied vocations. More than this—it is precisely in 
this supernatural type of love that the power of St. 
Francis lies. It is the explanation of his whole life— 
the secret of his greatness. 

By this love, based on supernatural motives for God 
and for His creatures, Francis has exercised a wonder- 
ful fascination over vast numbers of men and women, 
and by the force of his example caused many to follow 
in his footsteps. And in their turn men have recog- 
nized in the love of St. Francis the fulfillment of the 
commandment of Christ: “Love one another as 
brothers, for by this you shall be known as My 
disciples.” 

And so, because they have felt that he loved them 
like brothers, men—all men—have loved him in return. 
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The progress of the Church Unity Movement among 
our non-Catholic brethren in England, and for that 
matter among a constantly growing number of those 
outside the Catholic Fold in America who are of a like 
mind with their confreres in England, is indicated by 
the forthright way in which the Church Unity Octave 
Council, an organization of clergy and laity of the 
Anglican Church, with headquarters in London, issued 
in December last the annual call to observe the Church 
Unity Octave in January. In these days when the 
world is torn by bitter 
strife with brother 
against brother, it is a 
consoling and a most 
happy augury that the 
hearts and minds of 
mankind are _ turning 
with hope and confid- 
ence to the Holy Father 
as the Center of Unity 
at Rome. 

The folder issued by 
our Anglican friends in 
England regarding the 
observance of the 
Church Unity Octave 
contains the following 
significant paragraphs: 

“Tt is only by the re- 
union of all Christians 
into the Visible King- 
dom of Christ, preserved 
in Unity by the Chair of 
St. Peter, the central See 
of Christendom at Rome, 
that the power of the 
Church can be directed, 
without the present 
waste and rivalry, to the 
conversion of the whole 
world by the One Faith, 
to Christ our King. 

“In these days when 
the powers of Antichrist 
are gathering to achieve the domination of the world, 
no words are needed to stress the necessity of unity 
in the hosts of Christendom. While the immediate 
duty for each is to apply his Faith as he has received 
it to the strengthening of the spiritual forces of the 
Kingdom of God, yet we must keep in mind the recon- 
struction of the world after war and prepare for a 
Peace that the world through its own power cannot 
give: a peace that must be founded on the eternal law 
of God, of justice and charity and the acknowledg- 
ment of the sovereignty of Christ.

with upright reason and with the 
help of the reading of the Holy 
Bible. At 20 years she married 
William Magee Seton, illustrious 
for nobility of birth, rich, and 
adorned with excellent gifts. She 
had five children whom, almost as 
if they were a gift and promise of 
God entrusted to her with the 
utmost love and care, she studied 
how to educate them and to live 
well. 

When her husband, to regain his 
health went on a voyage on the 
advice of the doctors, she accom- 
panied him to Leghorn and Pisa. 
But her husband died in Italy 
a few days after they arrived on 
December 27, 1803. 


WIDOWED IN ITALY 


Not without the most loving de- 
sign of Divine Providence, William 
Seton, on account of his interests, 
had had for some time a close 
friendship with Antonio Filicchi, 
by whom he was kindly welcomed 
as guest both at Pisa and at Leg- 
horn. Elizabeth, after the death of 
her husband, before returning home, 
stayed for some months with the 
Filicchi’s, who led an exemplary 
Catholic life not only in words, but 
also in deeds. 

It happened that Elizabeth joined 





in them, to the great joy of her 
soul, also in the practice of the 
Catholic religion. Worthy of be- 
ing recalled is the pious pilgrimage 
she made to the Sanctuary of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, commonly 
called Mount Nero, near Leghorn. 
In fact while she was present at 
the Sacrifice of the Mass, kneeling 
at the elevation of the Sacred Host, 
it seemed that before the altar of 
the Blessed Virgin, she was illum- 
ined with some special illustration 
about the real presence of Christ, 
as she herself afterwards wrote. 
From that time, although she had 
not yet received the gift of faith, 
moved as it were by an inner im- 
pulse, she nourished a very tender 
devotion towards the Most Blessed 
Virgin and the Most Holy Eucha- 
rist. Thus Mary led to Jesus that 
soul which showed itself so docile 
to the divine grace, according to 
the principle: “To Jesus through 
Mary.” 


PERSECUTION BY FRIENDS 


Having returned to New York, 
Elizabeth Seton, overcoming with 
generosity and fortitude the strug- 
gles, the vexations and the calum- 
nies that were raised against her 
and the Catholic Church even by 
her parents and friends, broke the 
ties that still bound her to the 
Episcopalian sect, abandoned by 
most of them as faithless, merited 
to be received into the bosom of 
the Catholic Church on March 14, 
1805, with ineffable joy was nour- 
ished with the Body of Christ, in 
the very frequent participation of 
which she drew strength to over- 
come difficulties of every kind and 
to prepare herself for remarkable 
and admirable undertakings. In 
fact, with the aim of providing 
Catholic education for her children 
and of procuring the necessities of 
life for herself and her children, 
since she had fallen into poverty, 
and together with the object of 
working for the salvation of souls, 
she went to Baltimore in conse- 
quence of an invitation from the 
Rev. William Valentine Dubourg. 
There she opened a school and re- 
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ceived some little girls to educate 
them. She, on her part, though 
still remaining a secular, almost led 
the life of a religious. 


CoMMUNITY FouNDED 


However, God had prepared His 
servant for a higher undertaking. 
On impulse and with the help of 
the Archbishop, John Carroll, of 
Father Dubourg and of others, in 
1809, Elizabeth Seton founded a 
new religious family, of the same 
type as the Daughters of Charity 
of St. Vincent de Paul, and their 
rules for this new Institute were 
approved in 1812 by the same 
Archbishop, taking into considera- 
tion the circumstances of place and 
time. 

This religious family was con- 
stituted in the locality called Em- 
mitsburg, under the name of the 
Sisters of Charity of St. Joseph, 
and it produced abundant fruits for 
the salvation of souls, especially in 
America. 

Elizabeth Seton died piously. For 
many reasons, although the fame 
of her sanctity has always remained 
alive, it was only in the years 1907- 
1909 that the process for the 


episcopal authority was ended and 
placed under this Sacred Con- 
gregation. 

On January 15, 1936, after hav- 
ing examined the writings of the 
Servant of God, the Sacred Con- 
gregation decreed that there was 
nothing opposing procedure to the 
further acts. 


FAME OF SANCTITY 


That the fame of sanctity of 
Elizabeth Seton had lasted up to 
the present is demonstrated and 
evidenced by the _ postulatory 
letters, recently shown to Pope Pius 
XI of happy memory by Cardinal 
O’Connell, from five Archbishops, 
40 Bishops in the United States of 
America, from the Superior General 
of the Congregation of the Mission 
of St. Vincent de Paul, from the 
Sisters of Charity founded by the 
Servant of God, from those from 
her own religious family as well as 
from those who constitute a moral 
body only with the Daughters of 
Charity and from others.

Declaring that “God is not a member of any political 
party,” the Federal Council Bulletin, organ of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, 
(Protestant) issued a warning to its readers against 
attempts to inject the religious issue into the forth- 
coming presidential campaign. 

“Religion,” an editorial says, “must not be ‘used’ to 
discredit our opponents. God is not a member of any 
political party; indeed, He is not an American. He is 
within issues, but first within the issue of the brother- 
hood of all mankind.” 

The editorial urges the churches to “prepare to 
maintain goodwill within their own fellowship and to 
provide a community leadership in the interest of 
reasonable discussion, mutual respect and courtesy.”

Material tending to incite hate against any religious 
group, creed or race would be barred from passage 
through the mails, under an amendment to Section 211 
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of the U. S. Criminal Code proposed by Senator W. 
Warren Barbour of New Jersey. He would also em- 
brace under this section forgeries, matters of a fraudu- 
lent character, and writings that incite to riot. 

“For many months now we have witnessed a con- 
stant procession of events and seen so much evidence 
which permits of no other conclusion than that the 
forces are at work in the United States which threaten 
our internal security,” Senator Barbour said. ‘These 
forces attack our institutions, our 
standards, and groups of our — 
population. At times they at- = 
tack all religion; at times partic- 
ular faiths.”

In a homily which he de- 
livered in St. Peter’s at the 
canonizations of Blessed Emma 
Galgani and Blessed Marie Eu- 
phrasia Pelletier on May 2nd, 
the Holy Father declared that 
greed for power is responsible 
for the present conflict. 

“Because of excessive greed 
for human greatness and for 
greater power the law of God is 
repudiated and the spirit is 
blinded,” said His Holiness, 
“with the result that in social 
relations contempt is shown for 
truth and charity; the ties that 
bind the people are broken and 
the barriers of justice torn down.

Despite the war, the Code of 
the Family, which comprises 
more than 120 articles affording 
important material advantages to large families in 
France, went into effect as scheduled on April 1st. 
Hereafter, certain measures which Catholic employers 
have long followed become obligatory and applicable 
throughout the nation. 

All parents, without exception, will receive a wage- 
supplement based on the number of their children. 
Beginning with the birth of the third child, a supple- 
ment of 20 per cent of the average wage in that local- 
ity is added for each child. If the mother remains in 
the home, she receives an allocation of 10 per cent of 
the average wage paid to men in that community. 

The Code provides advantages directed especially 
at keeping large families on the soil. Children who 
tultivate the paternal plot of ground receive special

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consideration and the inheritance tax is scaled down 
according to the size of the family. 

The moral protection of the family has not been 
neglected and one of the most important items in the 
code is the suppression of immoral literature. The 
majority of pre-war pornographic magazines have dis- 
appeared. The Code provides for a sentence of.one 
month to two years imprisonment and a fine of 100 to 
5,000 francs in the conviction of printers, photo- 
graphers, pamphleteers, book dealers and others who 
contribute in any way to producing or disseminating 
printed matter that is offensive to good morals. The 
penalty may be doubled if the offense is committed 
against a minor. If repeated within a period of five 
years, the imprisonment may be doubled and the fine 
increased to 50,000 francs.

Thus 
John Reid was the man whom God providentially sent 
to Graymoor as the First Member and most perfect 
exemplifier of the principles of the Union-That-Noth- 
ing-Be-Lost.

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A National Monument of Gratitude 


We are reprinting again at the head of this page the 
architect’s sketch of how the National Shrine Church 
of St. Anthony will appear when it is completed on 
its magnificent site on the Mount of the Atonement. 
The lower portion of the building, containing the Crypt 
Chapels, is finished except for a few extra details 


which must wait until the 
structural work on the upper 
portion of the edifice is more 
advanced.

In the May issue of THE Lamp we gave brief men- 
tion to the missionary enterprise of one of our own, 
Father David Gannon, S.A., among the Negroes at 
Kinston, N. C. The interest of the Society of the 
Atonement in the problem of mission work among the 
Negroes is by no means of recent origin, as the Sisters 
of the Atonement have been active for many years at 
St. Simon’s Mission Settlement in Philadelphia, and 
their efforts have attained a heartening measure of 
success in overcoming the prejudice and indifference 
of the public at large, particularly among Catholics, to 
the appalling injustices and discrimination imposed on 
this segment of our fellow-citizens because of their 
color and race. 

In assigning Father David to mission work among 
the Negroes in the vicinity of Kinston, North Carolina, 
the Very Rev. Father General was well aware that this 
young Friar-Priest had long cherished the hope of one 
day becoming a real Apostle to the most neglected 
souls in America—the Negroes. It was with great joy 
therefore that Father David set out for Kinston, and 
though he was prepared to find there a degree of 
poverty and hardship, the realities which he found on 
his arrival seemed utterly incredible. But we shall let 


Father David tell the story in his own words:

A PLEA FROM “THE CHINA OF AMERICA” 


“When as a seminarian in Washington I hex; 
North Carolina referred to as ‘the China of Americ: 
I must admit I thought conditions as outlined wer 
greatly exaggerated. Being a product of a great city 
where there is luxury and wealth to be seen in aby. 
dance, it just seemed incredible to me that the coné. 
tions I heard about could exist. 


“It was about that time, just prior to ordination, thz 
God put into my heart a special love for the Negn 
race. In Washington during my years of study at th 
University I had seen them in their poverty and pitie 
them. A group of us established in the Capitol Cit 
a house of refuge and did everything we could ti 
alleviate their misery and at the same time work fv 
the upliftment of their race through sympathy an 
understanding. Shortly after my ordination, Hi 
Excellency, Bishop McGuinness of North Carolin 
invited the Graymoor Friars to establish a mission z 
Kinston, among the Negroes, and I cherished a secre 
desire that I would be assigned to that post. But like 
Zebedee of old, I was left to ‘“‘mend the nets” at Gray- 
moor while another Friar-Priest was sent to Kinston 
Sometime later, while in conversation with our belovei 
Father Founder, Father Paul, I expressed the 
desire to work among the Negroes, and much to 
my happiness, he agreed to send me. 

“TI arrived in ‘the China of America’ the first 0 
April to take up work among my beloved Negros 
with a song in my heart and a smile on my lip: 
The smile is still on my lips because everyone her 
smiles in spite of conditions, but the song in my 
heart is gone. It has been replaced by a num> 
ness, perhaps like the feeling in the hearts of te 
faithful few who stood beneath the Cross of Chris, 
helpless in the face of a terrible tragedy, for ther 
is tragedy all about us in the terrible realities 0 
life—disease, destitution and poverty. Each da 
as we visit the hovels of the poor, we see examples 
of man’s inhumanity to man—conditions that at 
almost unbelievable in a country which God ha 
blessed with an abundance of all good things 
Today we visited a home where the mother of si 
children lay dying, with burlap bags covering hé 
naked body. Yesterday morning’ we were awakent!

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yery early by a Negress who came to beg 
a pair of trousers so she might bury her 
son in decency. He had been murdered 
during the night, and had to be buried 
immediately, for our poor Negroes can- 
not pay for embalming the bodies of 
their dead. 

“I celebrate Mass in a barn, and 
live in a house nearby where our gracious 
Bishop has given permission to reserve 
the Blessed Sacrament. We need a 
church where Our Divine Lord will be 
forever enthroned in His Sacrament of 
Love so that these poor Negroes may go 
to Him in their sorrows. We need clothes 
for our poor. But our poor is Christ, so 
we must have shoes for the naked feet 
of Christ, clothes for His body, food for 
His hunger. We also need an abundance 
of Catholic literature. 

“Anyone who is moved in charity to : 
help us will hear Christ on the last day say to him: ‘I 
was hungry and you gave Me to eat, naked and you 
clothed Me.’” ; 

Can any Catholic read the above and fail to be 
moved with the divine impulse of charity to help 
ameliorate the appalling conditions existing among our 
own poor American citizens in Kinston, N. C.? The 
Negoes are a kindly and appreciative people and in 
helping them through Father David one may be certain 
that it will be a charity well-bestowed.

A POOR MISSIONARY IN THE CANADIAN 
WILDERNESS VOICES A PLEA FOR HELP 


Some time ago we received the following plea which 
eloquently speaks for itself: 

“Last year I received considerable help from a num- 
ber of your readers, in response to an appeal which 
you very kindly published in one edition of THE 
Lamp. May I ask if you would do me the favor of

again bringing the need of these missions to the notice 
of so many mission-minded readers of your splendid 
magazine? If you would kindly do this, I would cer- 
tainly be very grateful to you, and at the same time, 
I would be relieved of doubt as to my ability to con- 
tinue my work here, which has now got away to such 
a very promising start. 


“The new Sacred Heart Chapel at Whitefish Bay 
was brought to completion on March 9th, last year. 
On June 21st, the Archbishop of St. Boniface visited 
the Lake of Woods Missions and later visited White- 
fish Bay, and dedicated the new Chapel. Of historical 
interest is the fact that this was the first visit by any 
Prelate to these two newly-erected Chapels on the 
Lake of the Woods. 


“Immediately following upon these events, I made 
an extensive and very complete cruise of the Lake of 
the Woods, and called upon all the known Catholic 
families. Mass was celebrated at seven different 
places, and enabled twenty-seven people to fulfill their 
Easter duties, besides which, over sixty others availed 
themselves of the opportunity of going to Mass, and 
receiving Holy Communion. In addition to this part 
of the ministry, four baptisms were made, and one 
whole family received into the Church. 
This Mission journey took ten days, and 
covered about 300 miles of travel upon 
the Lake. The organization of a vaca- 
tional class of Catechism at Melich was 
the next item on the schedule. I suc- 
ceeded in recruiting twenty-five children 
for these classes, only to find out how- 
ever, that a considerable number of them 
could not possibly attend until adequate 
clothing could be obtained for them—in 
some cases food also. These unforeseen 
difficulties caused a delay of ten days, 
and were finally overcome by the charity 
and zeal of a number of kind benefactors 
who are interested in these poor Missions. 

“Much of the great change brought 
about must of course be attributed to the 
building of the new Mission Chapel, a 
project that was made possible by two 
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benefactors in particular, and the small but very wel- 
come donations of many who derive pleasure and con- 
solation in this form of active piety—sparing some- 
thing for the poor Missions and the Salvation of Souls! 
The labor was furnished by the residents of the place, 
who are justly proud of their little church, and they 
are grateful to all those who helped them to have it. 

“Owing to the poverty of the people on these Mis- 
sions, accentuated by the lack of work, it is a very 
difficult matter indeed to carry on the work, unless 
help is continually received from outside, and which is 
absolutely necessary to obtain if this work is to be 
continued and developed. Before closing I would like 
to point out one need at Melick, requiring immediate 
attention. Although we have a very nice church bell, 
we have never been able to make use of it yet, because 
there was nothing left when the building was finished, 
to build a small tower, or cupola for the bell. I estimate 
that for about $50.00 some suitable construction could 
be made, and the bell installed, and our little church 
would then be complete in every respect. If we could 
obtain the necessary materials, the work will be readily 
done by the residents. I sincerely hope, Reverend 
Father that you will do me the favor of bringing my 
need to the notice of your Union-That-Nothing-Be- 
Lost members and the readers of the wonderful little 
Lamp.”

poor Missionary Bishops and priests.

. “The greatest need of mine at the present momen 
is for more substantial chapels. As you know, Fiy 
hundred dollars ($500.00) will build one substantia) 
chapel. I want many such chapels. First, because | 
want to consolidate the work we have already accom. 
plished. This will be possible only if substantial 
chapels are provided in those mission centers wher 
I have a fairly good number of Catholics in order to 
enable them to practice devotion to Our Lord in the 
Blessed Sacrament which I can reserve in those 
chapels. Kindly try and find some benefactors for me. 
In the beginning of my mission, your Reverence most 
kindly helped me by securing donations for chapels, 
Now the need is several times greater. 

“T need also a larger number of Mass Intentions for 
the maintenance of my priests than you are giving 
now. I know you have always been extremely gener. 
ous with this infant mission. It is on account of my 
great confidence in Our Lord that He will find the 
material means also for consolidating and strengthen. 
ing this work—which is His Own—that I write these 
lines to you.

When Christ was asked by His Disciples: “Who, 
thinkest Thou, is the greater in the kingdom of 
heaven>” Our Divine Lord in the effervescence of 
His great love for the soul of the little child, drawing 
one of them in the nearby crowd close to His side, 
answered: “Whosoever shall humble himself as this 
little child, he is the greater in the kingdom of heaven.

In practical exemplification of the precepts of Christ, 
we still find, after nineteen hundred years, the flotsam 
of parentless and deserted Oriental children being 
salvaged from the vast ocean of paganism and safely 
deposited and cared for on the Bark of Peter. Al- 
though the ravages of war are yet making noticeable 
inroads into the social welfare of the Orient and the 
Religious are severely handicapped, this work pro- 
gresses, nevertheless. One Sister of the Precious 
Blood, writing us from Yokohama, says: “The Europ- 
ean war is making things very hard for us all. So little 
is coming to us from America. But, as the good Mar- 
ianist Brothers always say, “There is a Divine Provi- 
dence watching over us all, and especially over this 
work of the Missions, so dear to the Heart of Our 
Divine Saviour. There is a shortage of fuel. Food- 
stuffs have doubled, everything is high and hard to 
get, not even the oil for the sanctuary lamp, no 
candles, not even parafine. We are told to be very 
saving of the Mass wine and only fill the cruets half 
full, as they fear they will not be able to get more 
while there is war in Europe. What is sad is to see 
large families of little ones, hungry and cold. One 
would almost wish to have at such time a little of what 
is spent on pleasure to help these poor needy ones, and 
itis even difficult to get enough to feed the little Com- 
munity, but even our little shall be shared as we cannot 
turn away those who come to us for help, the majority 
of these are ‘His other children’ not of the true fold, 
but how much can be done with a little. These people 
are most responsive to kindness and when they see the 


charity of the Missionaries towards them who are not 
of the Faith, then they too long to know the God whom 
the missionaries adore.” 

May the Sacred Heart this month of June imbue our 
readers with that spirit of charity which is but a faint 
reflection of the Divine Son of God, that through their 
efforts His kingdom may be materially increased in a 
prolific Oriental harvest! If there is anyone who 
through the ransom of a pagan baby can help God’s 
great cause among these poor pagans, how privileged 
and blessed they will be—for God will certainly not 
be outdone in generosity!

Ten years ago this quaint little 
house became a national shrine and 
int memorial to Roger Brooke 
Taney and his brother-in-law, Fran- 
tis Scott Key. A bronze tablet by 
the side of the front door bears the 
scription: ‘In this house lived 
Roger Brooke Taney, Chief Tustice 
tithe Supreme Court of the United 
Sutes, and his wife, Anne Key 
Taney, sister of Francis Scott Key,

ner.’” 

In the decade since the Taney 
house was opened to the public, 
thousands of people have paid a 
visit to this historic home. Names 
in the register represent not only 
every State in the Union, but there 
are addresses from Germany, Scot- 
land, Denmark and even China. 

The Taney home is a plain, little, 
two-story house with no adornment 
save the beautiful Colonial door- 
way and transom. The interior is 
interesting, indeed, especially the 
kitchen with its original bake oven, 
and its century old utensils. To the

rear is the smoke-house, where the 
meats were cured for the family’s 
use in the old days, and the slave 
quarters, equipped as they were in 
the days of slavery. 

It was to this house, the home of 
his sister, that Francis Scott Key 
brought his wife and six children 
after the burning of Washington in 
1814. And there they anxiously 
waited while he sailed down the 
Chesapeake to try to rescue their 
old friend and neighbor, Dr. Beans, 
who was being held as a prisoner 
on a British vessel in Baltimore 
harbor. 


And it was during this absence 
from his family, in a time of deep- 
est anxiety that Francis Scott Key 
was inspired to write the song 
which has lived throughout the 
years. To this Frederick home he 
returned with the dramatic story of 
the flag flying defiantly over Fort 
McHenry. 

An upstairs room has been set 
aside as a memorial to Taney’s 
famous brother-in-law. It is called 
the “Key Room,” and contains 
many interesting and valuable docu- 
ments and mementoes of the author 
of our National Anthem. There is 
his favorite chair, letters to his 
friends, his law 
books, and poems 
in his own hand- 
writing. A win- 
dow facing Bentz 
Street looks out 
toward Key’s 
grave, and from a 
tall flag staff, in 
front of this win- 
dow, the Stars 
and Stripes al- 
ways wave. 

It is just one 
hundred and fifty 
years since the 
Supreme Court of 
the United States 
met for its first 
session, so it is 
doubly interest- 
ing to recall some- 
thing of the life 
of a great Chief 
Justice at this 
particular time. 

Roger Brooke Taney was born in 
Calvert County, Maryland, during 
the period of the Revolutionary 
War, and was descended from a 
Catholic family who were among 
the settlers of Maryland. In the 
faith which he had inherited he 
remained constant to the end of his 
life. 

Graduating from Dickinson Col- 
lege in 1795, he studied law at 
Annapolis and was admitted to the 
bar when only twenty-two years 
old. Soon after he commenced the 
practice of law in Frederick, he 
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married Anne Key, and soon there- 
after they acquired the little brick 
house on Bentz Street for a home. 

Before many years had passed 
Taney was an acknowledged leader 
of the State bar. After serving as 
State Senator, he was appointed by 
President Andrew Jackson, in June 
1831, as Attorney General of the 
United States, and he became “Old 
Hickory’s” most trusted friend and 
adviser. 

After the death of John Marshall, 
who had served as Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court for thirty-four 
years, Roger Brooke Taney was 
named his successor, and for 
twenty-eight years—until his death 
in 1864—he served in this high of- 
fice with great distinction, ranking 
with the great Marshall as a jurist. 

The most famous of his many 
decisions was that in the Dred Scott 
Case. A negro, named Dred Scott, 
with his wife and two children had 
been held as slaves by a Dr. Emer- 
son in Missouri. After Dr. Emer- 
son’s death, Scott and his family 
claimed to be free, as having 
resided with their owner in Illinois 
and Minnesota, free states. 

Taney’s decision was hostile to 
their claim and they were held to 
be still slaves. And yet Roger 
Brooke Taney was opposed to 
slavery and set his own slaves free 
as soon as he inherited them, and 
pensioned the aged ones. Visitors 
to the Taney home today register 
at the desk on which the Chief 
Justice penned the opinion in this 
celebrated case. 

In the drawing room of the 
Taney home in Frederick are steel 
engravings of the Presidents whom 
Chief Justice Taney inducted into 
office, seven in all, beginning with 
Martin Van Buren and ending with 


Abraham Lincoln, more Presidents 
than were ever inaugurated by any 
other Chief Justice. 

In this same room is the famous 
painting of Chief Justice Taney 
administering the solemn oath to 
Abraham Lincoln in 1861. This 
painting by Roben shows not only 
the great Chief Justice, the Emanci- 
pator and the clerk of the Court 
holding the Bible, but there is a 
surrounding group of other promi- 
nent figures, including James Buch- 
anan, the retiring President. 

In front of the State House, in 
Maryland’s capital city of Anna- 
polis, is the Roger B. Taney statue, 
representing the great Chief Justice 
in his robes of office.
